BRIQUETTE STORAGE 


The roots of the briquette storage 
problem go very deep. About 25 years ago 
the Government acquired land on the site 
for the storage of Maitland coal. At that 
time the zoning plan was not even thought 
of. It is.a fact that portions of the land at 
least were subdivided for residential pur- 
poses. Some of the land was re-purchased 
from the. individual owners. 

In the years that followed two vital 
developments took place. The coal storage 
evolved into a briquette storage. The sur- 
roundings became a built up residential area. 
Coinciding with these two factors, com- 
plaints began to arise about the briquette 
dust and its effect on surrounding house- 
holds. Water is sprinkled on the briquettes 
but residents claim this is not effective. 

These are the facts. What is the solu- 
tion. Can the dust menace be overcome, 
or should the ‘storage be transferred else- 
where, : : 
In view of the inevitable strong re- 

action there would be to the suggestion of 
a transfer, full consideration should first 
be ‘given to the possible alternative—over- 
come the dust. ° ;

Boxing 

In a few weeks time 
7000 amateur athletes 
from all over the world 
will be competing at the 
1964 Olympic Games. 

Had former amateur and 
professional boxer Ron Hogan 
been competing in -recent 
years, he could quite easily 
have become an Olympic rep- 
resentative. 

Hogan's father fought as a 
bantamweight in the amateur 
ranks and he was to set the 
pattern for other members 
of the family who followed in 
his footsteps and took up box- 
ing. 

Back in 1932 when he was 
only 12 years of age and 
weighing five stone, Hogan 
had become amateur cham- 
pion in his division—he was 
then under the training of 
Fred Hillman. 

Two years later in 1934, 
Hogan took the Victorian ama- 
teur title in the six stone 
weight division. And also in 
the same year he won the 
Victorian Technical School's 
championship. 

This was followed up in 
1935 with another State title 
when Hogan weighed seven 
stone. 

After a long spell from box- 
ing, Hogan made a comeback 
in 1938, this time as a pro- 
fessional. He won his first 
seven bouts and in his next 
match was successful in de- 
feating Jackie Stewart, who 
was the reigning Australian 
Flyweight champion. The 
bout was a 12 round affair on 
a winner take all basis. 

Roy Underwood, a top Aus- 
tralian Bantamweight went 
under to Hogan in his next 
bout, which was also over a 
12 round jourtey. 

When he got married in 
i941, Hogan retired from box- 
ing, but the following year 
he made a comeback in the 
featherweight division, After 
winning four of the six bouts 
he competed in,~Hogan re- 
tired completely from boxing. 

During his career, Hogan 
had 28 amateur and 45 pro- 
fessional bouts, and of the 
total, he lost only five and 
Was never knocked down. 

Among other opponents he 
fought were many big names 
and they included Alby Mc- 
Carthy, Kid Young, Ken Alex- 























Victorian Youth Club cham- 
Pionship. 

Another member of the 
Hogan family, Les, fought un- 
der the name of Les Harri- 
Son and was successful as a 
welterweight in main bouts 
at Festival Hall. 

Hogan has tried other sports 
and on occasion he completed 
in the three mile swim which 
used to be held in the Yarra 
River. He was 16 years of 
age at the time he competed. 

More recently Hogan has 
been active with the Altona 
Cricket Club XI, and put in 
three years as a player. And 
on the executive scene he is 
@ vice president of the cricket 
club and social secretary of 
the Altona Football Club with 
whom his son Barry was a 
playing member of their 1964 
ist XVIH premiership team. 

Finally, Hogan’s advice to 
any up and coming boxing 
potential is to live cleanly 
and have good management.
